SPANISH ATROCITIES KKUOUNTED 


Many Letters Read RecUtiip Iiici- 


deats of Extreme Cruelty to 


Cubans. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—The Cuban 


debate in the senate ia drawingtoaclose 
and the expectation is that a final vote 
will be taken within a day or two, pos- 
sibly tomorrow. Sherman is keeping 
tbe question before the senate continu- 
ously, BO that the speeches are not 
likely to lait much longer. Mr. Milla ol 
Texas and Mr. Flatt of Connecticut are 
yet to be heard, but their remarks will 
not be lengthy. Morgan occupied al- 
most the entire session today, speaking 
until nearly 6 o'clock tonight in support 
of the resolutions. 


Mr. Morgan said the Spanish minis- 


ter's statement made public yesterday 
was a most weak effort.' It had been 
kept in secret doubtless because all Its 
prophesies of subduing the insurgents 
-were disproved by facts. The Spanish 
minister pleaded that the insurgents 
would not come out for an open tight, 
for tbe etiquette and chivalry of Spanish 
warfare. 


And yet the insurgents free their pris- 


oners, "being unable to feed them and 
they maintain no prisons euch as tbe 
Spaniah hove at Ceuta, Africa. Spain's 
conduct of the war in Cuba ran with 
blood. 
The Spanish minister's reference to 


Buirar and our interests in sugar, waa 
not auilicient, eaid Mr. Morgan, to 
sweeten the sentiment of the committee 
and lead it to close itaeyea to the feeling 
of the American people. The senator 
eaid tliis Spanish minister in his state- 
ment admitted a condition of war exist- 
ing iu Cuba. 
Mr. Morean referred to Minister Du- 


pay de Lome's "celebrated diatribe" 
criticising eenators and appealing over 
their heads to the American people. 
Such an act by a "supercilious foreign 
minister" was most remarkable, and it 
would be high time for the American 
congress to retire if the American peo* 
pie ever listened to the appeal of a for- 
eigner, calling in question words used in 
debate. 
After reading Buchanan's letter.while 


aecretary of state, to a foreign minister, 
declaring that the government would 
not entertain inquiries as to subjects 
treated in a President's message, Mr. 
Morgan said; 
"Would to God we bad some one now 


who hud some comprehension of the 
rights of tbe different departments of 
tbe government." 
The senator read another letter from 


£ecretarv Fish, saying that a public 
criticism* by a foreign minister warrant- 
ed his dismissal. 
"1 have not asked for the dismissal of 


tbe Spanish minister," proceeded Mr. 
Morgan; "let Mm stay here if he wants 
to; but I huve the constitutional right 
of protection agaiuab assaults from u 
man holding a commission from a for- 
eign government." 
Mr. Hale called attention to a state- 


ment made by Mr. Sherman that the 
Bpaniali minister hail a right to defend 
his country before the people. 
Mr. Morgan responded that Mr. Hale 


waa always ready to find ample author- 
ity for differing or agreeing with Mr. 
Sherman, as circumstances might war- 
rant. Yesterday Mr. Halo intimated 
that tlie Ohio senator (Sherman) had 
suppressed documents. Today Mr. Hale 
quoted tlie Ohio senator approvingly in 
opposition to him (Morgan). But, ad- 
ded Mr. Morgan, Mr. Shfcr.maa'a views 
on this question of propriety concerning 
the courae of a foreign minister did uol 
govern him. 
Mr. Morgan went on to say that il 


was essential that foreign ministers bo 
reprimanded, aud, if it need he, dis- 
m.H&ttl fur assaults on senators for words 
used in debate. H was tho duty of the 
executive authorities to extend this pro 
tection. If an attack was made on tin 
floor ot the senate on the President o 
tha United States, it would quickly 
bring him (Morgan) to hia feetiu pro 
test. The senator then had tlie clerk 
read the reply of Gonzales Quesada 
secretary of the Cuban junta, to the 
Spaniah minister's letter. It related 
such shocking detaila aa to indiguitie 
on naked Ouban women by Spftnial 
troops that Mr. Chandler urged that th< 
statement be printed but not read. 


Mr. Morgan assented, but Mr. Hal 


inaiated that the statement be read i 
(all, in order, as he said, that its credi 
billty might be judged. Mr. Morga 


ul Daniel Dickene, formerly United 
ates minister to Spain. Mr. Morgan 
id the letters disclosed tbe existence 
_ bloody war, and it waa the duty of 
ngreBB to recognize that condition of 
ar as existing. The senator aaid he 
ad received postal carde from the 
orth, bidding him to leave the country 
id console with the *gro, Maceo. But 
could not be diverted by these insults 
b> the attack of some newspapers 
hich asserted he was seeking a war 
ith Spain in order to bring about the 
iteration of silver coinage. 
'I would rather be in a cabinet with 
omez and Maceo than with Baluiaceda 
nd Weyler," .declared Mr. Morgan. 
Mr. Morgan said he believed the Pres- 
ent should approve the course of con- 
ress, but if he did not congress would 
lave discharged ita duty to the people, 
nd the responsibility would be left 


th the President. 
Morean did not wish to give Spain 
ny cause for complaint, and he there- 
re favored the mild, firm resolutions 
3W pending. 
"And yet," added the senator in cloa- 
g, "I have not doubted that any ae- 
on would cause this fanatical nation to 
ke up the gauge of war." 
Mr. Mills of Texas gave notice that he 
ould follow on the Cuban question to- 
orrow. 
At 5.40 p.m. tbe senate adjourned un- 
tomorrow.

<iueation. If Mr. Halo insisted on hav- 
ing witnesses it would be necessary to 
bring Minister Dnpuy do Lome and 
Gonzalea Quesada to tbe bar of the sen- 
ate.Morgan went on to read from personal 
letters received by him giving the ex- 
perience of men in Cuba. Tho letters 
told of violation of girls and the massa- 
cre of women and children. .Six men 
gathering bananas were killed and ba- 
nanas stuffed down their throats as a 
joke.

A beautiful girl was 
torn from her mother and carried off by 
a Spanish oflieer.

Extra Session—Investigating 


Committee's Report. 


CINCINNATI, March 17.—The Commer- 


cial Gazette special from Frankfort, Ky., 
ays: The legislature adjourned to- 
night after a sixty days session. It 
failed to accomplish tbe two important 
acts it had convened for—the election of 
a United States senator .and the enact- 
ment of legislation to sare tbe state's 
financial reputation. 


Governor Bradley baa refused to order 


a special session and the state ia in a bad 
way. 
The senate special committee 


backed down today and offered a report 
that was eo mild when the threats to 
unseat the governor are considered, that 
even the Democrats laughed. 


In the house a resolution was passed 


denouncing the lawlessness and endors- 
ing Governor Bradley to the eud. The 
troops bad dress parade tonight and leave 
tomorrow. 
Lieutenant Governor Worthington to- 


day issued the call for a special election 
April llth, to fill the vacancy in the sen- 
ate caused by Senator Weissinger's 
death. Senator Walton and Senator 
James will resign tomorrow and the gov- 
ernor will order a special election, refus- 
ing to recognize their expulsion by the 
senate. 
The senate committee appointed to 


"investigate" Governor Bradley aud 
impeach him for usurpation of office, 
and impose both fine anditrprieonrneut, 
reported to the senate thia morning. 
The report finds that the militia was 
not placed under the control of any 
civil officer; that members were pre- 
vented from entering the house; that 
soldiers entered tho senate chamber 
while the senate was in session; that no 
application was made to the jailer or 
county judge for assistance; that tho 
governor made no inquiry of either 
house us to the situation and that the 
object in calling out the militia was to 
cast in the joint assembly two votes and 
elect a senator. 
The committee, in closing its report, 


"The committee, therefore, finds and 


declares that by adoption of this report 
tbe senate of Kentucky declare that said 
uee of the military power ol the coin- 
monwealth by the Governor waa un- 
necessary for the preservation of tho 
peace or for any other lawful purpose; 
that said military force was not used by 
the Governor for the purpose of pre- 
serving the peace, but waa used solely 
for partisan political purposes; that 
said action of the Governor was wholly 
without warrant of law, and was and ia 
now a flagrant subversion of the civil 
authority oe the military power of the 
commonwealth." 


By a vote of 19 to 14 the report was 


adopted.

BEQUESTS MULL AND VOID. 


Will of a Millionaire That Cannot 


Be Carried Out. 


MODHBTO, March 17.—When 3. W. 


Mitchell, worth $1,600,000, died atTur- 
lock in 1H94, he bequeathed (5000 each to 
Turlock and Atwater public halls, and 
the eaine amount to the cities of Mo- 
desto and Merced for library purposes. 
Mitchell also eel apart five acres for his 
burial plot, upon which waa to be erect- 
ed a $5000 mausoleum. When the con- 
tract was let for the mausoleum the at- 
torney for the estate found that the 
above bequests were made less than 
thirty days previous to the death of 
Mitchell, which, under the law, made 
charitable bequest* null and void. The 
attorney for the estate claims that it ie 
a question about the cemetery plot being 
also a charitable bequest, and if BO it 
ia null. Fending the settlement of 
the matter the erection of the mau- 
soleum has been stopped. The remains 
of the dead millionaire are now in a 
vault at San Francisco.

He considers himself vindi- 
cated of all chargea preferred againet 
him. The report of the Congregational 
ouncil, which baa been in session for 
tbfe.put three weekv trying the charges- 
against Dr. Brown, was made public to- 
night. After reciting th<t>reaeon for the 


illinfe of the council, the report aays: 
We have reached the following con- 
tusions : 
First—That all the charges in our 


udgment may bo grouped under the 
wo questions—did llev. U. O. llrown 
ommit adultery with Mrs. M. A. Stock- 
on or Misa Martha Overman? Has he 
ieen guiltv of any conduct aeriously 
affecting his ministerial character? 


Second—That touching the first of 
beae two questions we are able to make 
newer that the evidence before ua does 
tot sustain the charge of adultery with 
ither Mrs. Stockton or Miss Overman. 
Third—That touching the queation of 


unministerial conduct, we find in Dr. 
Jrowu certain constitutional infirmities 
if temper, in tbe light of which hie ac- 
,ious must be judged and which to aome 
jxtent modify our opinion of his con- 
duct, so that in one case where tbe use 
of harsh and intimidating language is 
charged against him an apology followed 
BO quickly that we do not further notice 
t. In another case, while the menacing 
uid intimidating language used was not 
uutified, it was the speech of an angry 
nan, but in the caae of a young lady of 
,he purest character and the highest 
worth who felt hereelf threatened with 
a fearful charge because she had op- 
posed the pastor, we find his conduct 
;o have violated all rules which should 
control the actions of a gentleman and a 
Jhristian minister, and we censure him 
for it. 
While we gladly recognize the kindly 


and manly words of appreciation and 
reparation oITered by him to tlie young 
lady in our midst, we should be glud to 
add to this verdict that the various facia 
in the case so far as ascertained have 
not left a trace of suspicion in our minds 
concerning the hitherto stainless repu- 
tation of this honored minister of the 
Gospel.

They are chosen by 
their respective parties, not on account 
ol their legal learnini, nor on their 
Btandimr in the community, but solely 
on the one idea of their availability as I 
candidates.
